dropped by one of ihe workmen in the 
fireworks factory of M. Shure at the 
corner of West Van Buren and Halsted 
streets, caused a lerriflc explosion a 
few minutes after G p. m. 


It was shortly after th-e closing time 


of the factory and many of the work- 
man 
had gone home, otherwise the 


loss of life must ha"ve been very heavy. 
As it was a number of employes were 
badly hurt and the flying rockets and 
candles struck several people who 
were passing on s-.reetears and on the 
sidewalks. 


The force of the explosion was so 


great that nearly ail the windows in 
the block were demolished and 
the 


Shure building, which is a four-story 
structure, was badly damaged. 


Immediately following the explosion 


the building was ablaze from cellar to 
roof and the fire department had a des- 
perate struggle before it succeeded in 
extinguishing tbe flames. The build- 
ing was almost entirely destroyed by 
fire, however, and such portions of the 
large stock of fireworks as had not 
been scattered throughout the neigh- 
borhood by the explosion were de- 
stroyed, causing a heavy loss to Shure. 
Total loss is estimated at 160,000.

Yorfc recently thtsjr made the discovery 
that the old pile of Egyptian architeo- 
cure, which had «inoealed so many rays- 
teritw, had it secret of iw own. It was 
found the old place contained a secret 
room, which eeeaiod to have been built 
in the pri»oa and walled up. The room 
had no entrance, and its contents wert. 
found to be two old and dusrj- coffins. 


The Tombs when built was in tho 


form of & letter T. The stein of the let- 
ter extended into the prison yard. IT 
was in the .attic cf the old building, ia 
the spac* where the stem of the T join- 
ed the line of the other peraon, that 
the room was found. This part of the 
building needed shoring to prevent st 
from falling into the yard and upon 
tha new prison. Workmen werw lasy 
rigging ropes and picking boles ia the 
plaster when the pick of John O'Connor, 
a workman, went through the plaster. 
Jt was thought that lie was picking at 
rhe solid wall near the top from the in- 
side. 


The pick, as it srmcfc the plaster, 


caused a hollow sound, and frnalir, aft- 
er a few more stroka*, O'Connor saw 
that he had chopped into an opening. 
The air coming from the place had the 
musty smell to it that comes from nn 
open torab. O'Connor looked inside and 
saw that tbe place was a room about 6 
by 8 feet without -s-indow or door. 


The hole into the room wac enlarged 


and the light allowed to penetrate. In- 
side, littered over the floor, were a num- 
ber of time worn and jellow documents 
and two coffins for children. The cof- 
fins were leaning against tbe wall with 
the lids nailed on them. They were 
both empty. 


One of the old papers dated back as 


far as 1815 and was an action brought 
by Eliza Cozon against Samuel Lysle 
for the support of a child.

He 
told ine he would have to put me under 
chloroform to force my neck and shoul- 
der back, but there was danger of tear- 
ing the muscles, and as they would go 
back to their original position in tune 
we decided to let nature work out the 
cure with the aid of strong limments. 
So I bad to recline upon pillows, with 
a pillow on my right shoulder, for days 
while the muscles recovered.

I took a course in phys- 
ical training as school, and nothing 
like this evsr happened."

cation of a Xew I»roc«M. 


A new method dna to Dr. Keclus was 


recently described before the French 
congress of surgery by which, it in 
claimed, u large proportion of limbs 
now amputated can be saved. 


Whatever the extent or gravity of nhit 


lesions, Dr. Beclus does not amputate 
the injured linib, but wraps it in anti- 
septic substances by an embalming prof- 
ess, leaving nature to separate the du.id 
from the living tissues. This method is 
less fatal than surgical exaresis utid 
preserves for the patient, if not the en- 
tire limb, a much larger part than am- 
putation would have left. 


After the tkiu has been washed and 


cleansed fioni all fatty substances by 
ether, a jot of hot water 60 to 6a de- 
grees C (140 to 144 degrees F.), but not 
higher, is used to irrigate all the in- 
jured surfaces and penetrate the hollows 
and detached parts of tha wound. This 
removes clott, and washes away foreign 
bodies, together with micro-organisms. 
At this temperature hot water is anti- 
septic; it is hemostatic (blood htaneh- 
ing) and helps to compensate for the 
loss of heat from bleeding. Results ob- 
tained are said to be remarkable.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

No clever proof of the servitude of 


the Republicans in congress to the 
trusts »nd monopolies in trade could 
be afforded than In the vote of the 
senate on Thursday last In favor of 
the Aldrlch schedule of duties on 
nails. 
Notwithstanding that the 


production of nails In the United 
States Is largely controlled by trusts 
which dictate supplies and prices, and 
that nail* have long been made more 
cheaply here than anywhere else In 
the world, the Republicans of the 
senate voted In solid phalanx against 
any reduction In the duties, the sugar 
Democrat of Louisiana, BcEnery, 
bringing up the rear, it was stated 
is the senate that at this very time a 
fresh combination is attempting to 


control of the price of wire 
To this, and to all other argu- 


ments against any increase of the 
duties on nails, Senator Allison, of 
Iowa, demurely responded that the 
proposed duties could not be much 
higher than those in the existing 
tariff. But why Increase the duties 
on nails, when under the present 
tariff no nails are imported, and when 
the exports of nails are steadily in- 
creasing? The answer is obvious. 
The object Is not revenue, for the in- 
creased duties on nails would not 
bring a dollar to the federal treasury. 
Nor is it to protect the manufactur- 
ers, who have IDUJT. been competing 
successfully with European rivals in 
the neutral markets of the world. 
The sole purpose, then, of this pro- 
posed Increase in the duties on nails 
Is to enable the trusts more securely 
to despoil American consumers' 


The public has not forgotten the 


transaction la which a dealer, a lit- 
tle more than a year ago, bought a 
large quantity of nails from the trust 
for shipment abroad. He literally 
complied with the stipulation by 
shipping the nails to Amsterdam, 
and brought them back and under- 
sold the customers of the trust in the 
home market! The margin between 
the price for shipment and the price 
in the home market was such as to 
enable him to make a handsome 
profit by the transaction. 
When 


senator Allison votes to increase the 
duty on nails, he votes to despoil the 
farmers of Iowa for the benefit of an 
unscrupulous monopoly. He, In fact, 
helps to give to the monopoly a prop, 
without which It would fall to pieces. 


It is beyond all reasonable dispute 


that the present duties on nails are 
wholly unnecessary for "protection." 
and the rates would have been still 
further reduced but for the obstruc- 
tive tactics of the Eepublicans In the 
senate when the existing law was 
under consideration. If the duties 
on nails should be totally abolished 


as 
they 
should 
be — there 


would be no more importations ci 
them thau there are now, the proof 
of this statement consisting In the 
fact that the nails of thia eocmtry 
are Invading nearly all foreign mar- 
kets. Bat the reduction or repeal 
ot the duties would afford protection 
to the American consumers of nails, 
from the pioneers of the West to the 


tiae to came.

Wall street and throughout the coun- 
try is simply waiting, and X doubt 
very much U people really know what 
they are waiting for. At present 
there 1* oie thing which must be ad- 
justed before we can even look for 
better tinet-^-the tariff. 


"This dragging along upon the 


part of coBgraai Is the most depress- 
ing factor in the situation. BoslneM 
men have, actually come to believe 
that we had better have pestilence 
and famine, and all other kinds of 
disasters, than a session ot congma. 
I really mink that Mr. McKmley 
made a very grave mistake when he 
convened this extra seasion. Not 
only has congress done absolutely 
nothing good, but it has frightened 
every one and destroyed whatever 
public confidence there was. We 
should have had enough adverse fac- 
tors to battle with without congress 
and iti tariff legislation. 
As it is, 


we have more than we can stand up 
under. 


"Not only has congress put a bar- 


rier in the way of business improve- 
ment here in the United States, but 
our State legislatures, with their at- j 
tacks upon capital aed corporations, 
have completely disgusted the Euro- 
pean investor and brought American 
securities into much disfavor abroad. 
I know this not from hearsay, but 
from my own foreign advices. Europe 
Is becoming more and more afraid of 
our stocks and bonds. 


"Xhls la shown by the steady re- 


turn of American securities from 
Europe. It is going on all the time, 
possibly not in amounts large enough 
to be noticed day by day, but 
amounting to considerable in the ag- 
gregate. Of course, Europe has been 
selling our securities ever since the 
Baring panic. I do not think there 
Is, however, any change for the bet- 
ter in European sentiment toward 
American stocks at the present time 
Had It not been for this movement, 
the United States would have been 
the creditor nation every year. And 
it has been this call upon us to take 
back our own securities that has kept 
exchange rates so abnormally high 
and necessitated our gold exports. 


"I am inclined to look for better- 


ment as soon as congress gets 
through with this tariff agitation 
and goes home. 
Certainly things 


cannot be any worse than they are, 
and I think the business community 
is only waiting for a final adjustment 
of the tariff matter to go ahead. 
However, we have had so many dis- 
appointments in recent years that 
we have all learned the danger of an- 
ticipating too much."

If he will 


go over to the east side of New York, 
ook into Walhalla hall, or make a trip 
through tho teeming tenements, be 
will gain some idea of the standard of 
wages and the standard of living which 
ms resulted from free competition in 
abor. He will find tailors, to the num- 
bers of tens of thousands, re-enforcing 
their labor unions and saying to each 
other, "We will starve if need be, we 
and our wives and our babies, but we 
will not return again to the practice of 
ridding against each other for work at 
starvation wages." 


If he will look into tbo conditions 


which have caused the tailprs' strike, 
le will find them bred of exactly the 
procedure which he would substitute 
for that of organized labor. One fam- 
ily, either out of the union or indiffer- 
ent to its rules, agrees to work for a 
certain contractor for less than the 
union rates. Presently that contractor 
underbids bis fellows. They investi- 
gate, discover the cause, aud meet the 
unfair competition by cutting down the 
pay of their workers. The process is re- 
peated until tho wages become barely 
sufficient to support tbe workers, nor 
does it always stop there, for there are 
not infrequently some wbo will work for 
less timi) a living wag<\ supplementing 
it by vicious or dishonest practices. In 
every badly organized trade this proc 
ess goes on. 
Tbe miners and iron 


workers of Pennsylvania, tho dock la 
borers of our great seaports, continually 
suffer from its effects and check it onlj 
as they renew the bouds of their organ 
izatious, which chafe Mr. Edmund 
but bring to them at least a decent live 
liuood.

Brierly Hill and 
Quarry Bank, the latter having a pop- 
ulation of about 10.000 people Lord 
Dudley has inherited the mining rights 
of the district, although he owns very 
little of the land on the surface, and as 
the beds of coal are somewhat shallow, 
running, that is to say, within 60 feet 
of the surface, there is a subsidence of 
land the moment the pillars left for 
supporting the roof of the mine are re- 
moved. These pillars either take the 
form of heavy beams of wood or else of 
columns of coal, and their removal aft- 
er the exhaustion of the vein of coai is 
a piece of petty economy that is sordid 
aad selfish in the extreme. At the pres- 
ent moment the major portion of tho 
once prosperous industrial town of 
Quarry Bank is in ruins, while parts of 
the town cf Brcckrnoor consist of noth- 
ing but houses cracked, twisted and rent 
from top to bottom in such a manner as 
to render them uninhabitable. 


The entire population of these vari- 


ous towns is threatened with ruin; yet, 
according to the present condition of 
the English law concerning mining 
rights, no legal redress or damages can 
be obtained from the earl, who pursues 
his way regardless of aU'protests,' intent 
solely on extracting all the coal that he 
possibly can from the bowels of the 
earth, coal which he subsequently sells 
both at wholesale and at retail. The 
only indications that he gives of his 
knowledge that he is subjecting his fel- 
low countrymen to hardship are the no- 
tifications that he issues from time to 
time to the people of this or that town 
or village that the houses which they 
occupy will be unsafe for habitation 
after a given date, owing to the pene- 
tration by the miners of the galleries 
beneath. - 


Lord Dudley's rights, like those of 


many ether peers similarly endowed, 
have been in the possession of his fam- 
ily for hundreds of years. Most of these 
mining rights were granted by mpnarchs 
in olden times to their favorites, botn 
masculine and feminine. They were 
granted in perpetuity. Far from ~ecdeav- 
oring to correct and to check this abuse, 
the corrupt parliaments of the latter 
half of the seventeenth century enconr 
aged this wholesale distribution of min 
ing privileges, their members being 
careful to feather their nests and those 
of their friends at the expense of the 
public. 


In the United States when a person 


buy* a piece of ground he has a right to 
everything below its surface. This is 
far from being the ease in England, and 
if in digging the foundations of s, house 
on land purchased as freehold one were 
to striker s gold, tic or coal rsise the 
latter-would belong not to the propri- 
etor of the land, but to the descendants 
of the courtier or of the dishonest states- 
man who centuries ago managed to se- 
cure a grant of the mining rights of toe 
district, mining rights that permitted 
him and his descendants to delve up- 
ward to within a few feet of the surface 
of the soil. 


It might have been expected that the 


outcry BOW being raised in the English 
press against Lord Dudley in connection 
With his Staffordshire and Worcester- 
shire mines would lead to a repeal of 
these mediaeval privileges of the peerage. 
Bat thia used not to locked for, as ev- 
ery reform in that direction is certain 
to be blocked in the house of lords.— 
Marquise de Fontenoy in Chicago Rec- 
ord.

RARE SURGICAL OPERATION. 


Fractured ami Crushed Ribs and Boue» 


Repaired. 


Acting Superintendent Reder recently 


performed a surgical operation on Henry 
Henfrew, a 16-year-old nesro, which is 
the fourth of its kind to be made in 
this country. The subject, who lived at 
1330 Morgan street, jumped a train at 
East St. Louis to ride to this city, and 
in attempting to leap from a freight 
car in the union yards was thrown un- 
der the car. :He was u povyerfuily built 
fellow, and the wheels, instead of run- 
ning over him, crushed his chest and 
forced him outside of the rails. He was 
sent to the City hospital, where it was 
found that all the ribs as well as the 
breastbone were broken and the npper 
bone of the arm, the shoulder blade and 
the collar bone were crushed. The man 
;was scarcely alive when he reached the 
institution, despite bis powerful phy- 
sique, and Dr. Reder determined to risk 
the only operation which could possibly 
save his life. 


The man was laid on the table and 


the entire outside skin from the waist 
to the neck laid back. The mcsqles and 
tendons of the shoulder and the neck 
were, then forced up, and the ribs, one 
by one, taken'care of. Many of them 
were so crashed that it was necessary 
to supply sections from six to eight 
inches long, simply retaining enough 
slivers of the bone to form a circulation 
for the marrow tissues and fluids. The 
ribs' were bridged and the lungs placed 
in tbeir proper places, the thorax sup- 
plied with a silver tube and the little 
bones replaced with a net of silver 
wire. Then, after sewing np the inci- 
sion, the subject was placed on bis stom- 
ach, where four of the vertebrae were 
replaced *ith silver joints, the clavi- 
cle, Or collar bone, removed and splints 
put in to take its place, while the hu- 
merug, the long bone of the tipper arm, 
was taken ont and its place filled with 
a composite bone of the same shape.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

I 
do not assert thai thia is remarkable 
laying for either breed. It is simply a 
good average, as neither was forced at 
ail, but it is worthy of note that the 
Plymouth Rocks beat tho Leghorns in 
every month. I propose to try another 
experiment thia year, breaking up the 
Plymouth Rocks whenever they show 
an inclination to sit, thus endeavoring 
to make them show a continuous egg 
record. They will lose some weeks, of 
course, but I think they will push ihe 
Leghorns bard at that. I am of tho opin- 
ion that they can bo made to lay as 
many eggs in 12 months as tho Leg- 
horns. It is all a matter of care and 
feud.

WMtw IKicktt Only, 


A Pennsylvania correspondent of The 


Rural New Yorker writes: It ought to 
be impressed on the general farming 
public, or that part of it which raises 
ducks, that it should weed out all dark 
colored ducks and breed only from white 
ones. I don't care from what breed, or 
no breed at all, but they should be 
white, as they dress BO mnoh better! A 
white duck can be picked at any time, 
while a colored one will not pick off 
smooth until November. You can :il- 
ways command 1 to S cents per pound 
more for dressed white ducks. I have 
bought duck eggs on the market as they 
ran, and the larger proportion would be 
colored. I believe that I lost money on 
every one of them. I have also fattened 
a Rood many western ducks. Tho white 
ones paid a fair profit, bet there was a 
loss on all tho colored until after No- 
vember. Tho colored ducks are not de- 
lirable. The shippers work them off by 
putting 10 or moro ia each coop of 50, 
md to bo able to buy tho whites we 
must accept a lot of miserable dark 
piufeathcrs.

and kept in a cage, to tho great dis- 
comfort of the true proprietor; thai, 
again, not only low negroes, but 
Bantiw, believe in a dream soul, 
which also flies abroad when the 
owner is sleeping, and if he is awak- 
ened too suddenly may not be able- 
to get back borne in time for his 
awakening, whence again many 
evils result, and, further, that there 
is a shadow soul, which may be se- 
riously injured if any one treads on 
the shadow. 


Miss Kingsley even relates that 


she saw a woman who had a hatred 
for a certain man stealthily creep 
behind him to where his shadow 
was falling on the earth and ham- 
mer a gieat darning needle into the 
shadow of his head, intending there- 
by to bring about his death. The 
west African tribes think the bush 
soul is the animal part of them, 
which, when it is relieved of the su- 
perintendence of its human intelli- 
gence, enjoys its freedom in the 
bush like the animals to which they 
retaiii so close an affinity; that 
when they dream there is some part 
of them that can leave the body and 
play fantastic tricks among their 
neighbors, and, again, that there is 
•A life in the shadow which accom- 
panies eveiy one during The day- 
time, which lito is closely linked to 
die life which survives the body. 
Such creeds as these are, we sup- 
pose, the first rude efforts at some- 
thing like abstraction. Even the 
most cultivated man will speak of 
another as thinking certain things 
with his "legal mind,'' or with his 
"commercial mind," or with his 
'"medical mind,'1 or with some oth- 
er professional mind, ail of these 
being distinguished from the human 
niind of the ordinary impulses and 
affections. Indeed, it is more or less 
true that there is often a kind of 
separatcness between tho profes- 
sional life of a man and his more 
natural hurmtn life. He thinks one 
thing with his legal or his medical 
or his commercial or his political 
mind and quite another thing with 
his domestic or practical mind, and 
the two things are not seldom in 
conflict. Tho only difference in that 
respect between us and the west Af- 
rican races is that we never imag- 
ine that tho legal or political mind 
can fiy off from the domestic or 
practical mind and take a separate 
excursion on its own account 


The four separate souls of tbe 


west African creed are not at all 
hypotheses needed for evidences ot 
change of character, but rather ex- 
planations of tho normal phases of 
character in average men and wom- 
en. E\ ery man lias a life in the bush 
which, with its risks and pleasures, 
is quite distinct from his domestic 
life, and every man has a life in 
dreamland which is full of grotesque 
and marvelous incidents that are 
quite beyond the experience of his 
waking life. As to the imaginary 
shadow life, that is a mere conse- 
quence of tho observed likeness and 
uulikeuess of the shadow to the 
body itself, with its apparently 
capricious lengthening and shorten- 
ing that suggest something arbi- 
trary about it in spito of the close 
tie which is never severed so long 
as the shadow is visible at all. The 
most unique point in this strange 
creed is the belief in tho absolute 
separability of these four phases of 
ordinary life, so that each can take 
independent excursions of its own, 
so long as it <:omefe back again jit 
the proper time to give tho others 
the mooting. That suggests to us 
that these webt African races fuel a 
much greater looseness in their 
inentiil structure, a much greater 
tendency to decompose or break up 
into mental or inorr.l fragments, 
' than .civilized man is conscious of. 
—London Spectator.

A deplorable shooting aSair, which 


may result In the death of Harry 
Lyons, occurred in a barber shop on 
east North street last evening. The 
victim ia now lying almost at the 
point of death in the Myers hospital, 
with a ballet in one of his lungs, and 
although there Is now a alight chance 
for his recovery, his condition may 
change for the worse at any moment, 
and what was started as a little 
game of bluff with a loaded revolver 
may yet result in death for Lyons, 
with his own and friend's carelessness 
the cause. 


HOW IT HAPPENED . 


Harry Lyons, John Keating, Andy 


Keating and Fred Boop, daring the 
early part of the evening had been 
playing ball in the yard at the rear 
of the Boop residence. When they 
stopped playing they went into Bush's 
barber shop in the basement of the 
Boop house, situated at the corner of 
North and Tanner. 
Isaac Bash was 


out in the street. Young Lyons was 
acquainted with the shop, as be had 
been assisting Mr. Bush in bis trade. 
He stepped to the wash stand and 
took from the drawer a revolver that 
belonged to Mr. Bush. Contrary to 
previous warnings he began playing 
with it. All four ot the boys were 
standing close together. Lyons was 
holding the gun with the muzzle 
pointing towards his body. It was 
a self acting gun. He was pressing 
on the trigger and showing the boys 
how far back he could draw the ham- 
mer without it striking the cartridge. 
It was the same old story— he didn't 
know It contained any loaded cart- 
ridges. All were interested in the 
weapon. Keating asked to see It, 
and as he took hold of it he remarked: 
"I'll shoot you." As he drew the 
trigger the hammer slipped. There 
was a flash and a load report. Lyons 
threw up his hands and exclaimed: 
I'm shot!" 
So close was Lyons standing to the 


revolver that the explosion burned 
bis vest. All were greatly frightened. 
Keating threw the gun on the floor 
and ran up onto ; the sidewalk and 
cried for help. He hastened to call 
the ambulance. He scarcely knew 
what to do, so badly was he 
frightened. 
He met a policeman 


and exclaimed that he had shot a 
man. 
Dr. Terwilliger and Dr. Kahle 


were called and found that- Lyons 
was badly injured. 
A large crowd 


lad gathered. He was led up onto 
the street and placed on the pave- 
ment. When the doctors arrived he 
was taken down Into -the shop. Mr. 
Bush asked him to make a state- 
ment and tell who was to blame and 
low it happened. 


AN ACCIDENT. 


He said: "It was all my fault. 


We were fooling with the revolver. 
TSo one else was to blame. Don't 
arrest Jack; it was not his fault." 


An examination showed that the 


mullet entered his body between the 
ungs and the abdominal cavity to the 
eft of the sternum. It passed pear 
the apex of the heart and lodged in 
the left lung. 


Gros jean's ambulance was called 


and took him to the Myers hospital; 
where he Is to-day. When his brother 
George arrived at his side, he again 
exonerated Keating of all blame. 


Young Keating was placed under 


arrest, taken to the police station, 
and later on placed in the county jiil 
t>o await developments. Keating was 
greatly grieved to think of what he 
aad done. He said Lyons was the 
best friend he had, and as he spoke of 
the accident tears flowed freely from 
his eyes. 


Both the boys who witnessed the 


accident corroborated the statements 
made by Keating and the wounded 


an 
Young Lyons came from Ft. Wayne 


with Bush about nine months ago, 
ind made his home with Bush. 
He 


is about 22 years old and unmarried. 


Keating knew Lyons at Ft. Wayne 


and came to Lima about three weeks 
ago, 
and baa been working ou the 


street railway lines. He is about 29 
years old and also unmarried. 


Lyons' mother lives at Sheridan, 


Ind., and she was informed by tele- 
graph of the deplorable accident. 
31s brother James, a merchant tailor 
at Toledo, arrived in the city early 
this morning. 


The Injured man was resting com- 


fortably at 2:30 o'clock this after- 
noon, and the attending physicians 
state that bis chances for recovery

Guilty of Pocket I'lcKlnj:— 


Verdict a Surprise. 


Thomas K. Wilklns, who was in- 


dicted by the late grand jury on 
three charges of forgery, should cer- 
tainly have felt happy last evening 
for receiving as light a sentence as he 
did for the offense he committed. 


When first arraigned, Mr. Hotter, 


the attorney for Wilklns, entered a 
plea of cot guilty. His bond was 
placed at 92,000, and his case set for 
bearing this morning Last evening, 
about half past four o'clock, Mr. 
Hotter informed Judge Bichie that 
his client wished to withdraw his 
plea of "not guilty," and enter one 
of 
"guilty." 
Mr. 
Wllkins was 


brought Into the court room, and was 
asked whether or not he so desired to 
change bis plea. He answered that 
was what he desired. 


The judge then for a few moments 


addressed to him words of good al- 
vlce, and told him that he would be 
given an opportunity to reform, and 
when be was released from prison he 
could return to Lima and be a man.

imposed by the court, and that 
any time after six months he could 
be released by the board having the 
prisoners in charge. 


As soon as the cost bills are made 


out Mr. Wllkins will be taken to 
Mansfield to be confined until set 
free by those in charge of the institu- 
tion. 


Yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock 


the jury in the case of Bailey, Wilson 
and Kelly received the judge's charge 
and retired to consider the evidence. 
After six hours' deliberation they re- 
turned with a verdict that surprised 
the young boys, who had expected a 
verdict of not guilty. It was be- 
lieved by many that sufficient evi- 
dence could not be produced to con- 
vict the prisoners, but the evidence 
of a witness who saw them pick Peter 
Kellar's pocket convinced the jury 
beyond a doubt that they were guilty 
as charged. 


The boys, during the whole trial, 


presented a bold front and attempted 
to make sport of all the evidence. 
The evidence of the officers from 
Marlon, Ohio, show that the boys 
are extremely clever in the art of 
lying. They denied everything, and 
when arrestad at Marion declared 
that they did not know where Lima 
was and that they had never been to 
that city. The bojs are professional 
gamblers, and Bailey is known to the 
police at Toledo as a clever sneak 
thief. Wilson and Kelly were de- 
fended by Mr. Williamson at the 
state's expense. Mr. Lamison, who 
defended Bailey, was employed by a 
lafly friend of Bailey's, who lives at 
Oolunsbus. Bsiiey's mother lives at 
Columbus, but refused to assist her 
boy in his defense.
